MORAL?, PUBLICITY 


Newspaper Publicity Affords Pro­ 
tection to Public. 


The Indianapolis B oard of Health 
attempted to fool the public by failing 
report the number 
of cases of 
typhoid fever in that city. 
But it re­ 
quired newspaper publicity to bring 
the officials and the public to realize 
the necessity of guarding against the 
progress of the disease among th® peo­ 
ple. 
Publicity 
is 
the only 
preyentive 
known to be sure in all cases for the 
protection of the public. 
In Indianapolis it incited the people 
to boil the water before using, and to 
take extra precautions in cleanliness 
of premises and persons. The good ef­ 
fect is being noted. 
Tn crim inal courts it is more dread­ 
ed by violators of the law than is the 
sentence of the court or the fine im­ 
posed. 
in business and social affairs it is 
most sought when favorable comment 
can be indulged; and most dreaded 
when the facts w arrant unfavorable 
conclusions. 
Newspaper publicity is what is most 
esseotial to the preservation of a com­ 
munity's* social and sanitary interests, 
and it is offensive only to those whose 
c >nduc. con ft icts. with the law —and the 
law is the ruio by which the p°opli 
J are intended to be protected against 
the uorufy.— Bloomington W orld.
